Says Pay Raise 
Essential for 
Gov’t Service 


President Seeks 
Rate Increase on 
3 Classes of Mail 


WASHINGTON IP - President 
Eisenhower today asked Congress 
to hike postal rat es and increase 
the pay and benefits of federal 
workers at a cost to the govern­ 
ment of m ore than 394 million dol­ 
lars a year. 
Mr Eisenhower said in twin mes­ 
sages to Congress that the mail 
rate increase “ will be in the pub­ 
lic interest” 
to 
assure efficient 
.service of the Post Office Depart 
ment. and the pay raise boost is 
essential “ to the further improve­ 
ment of the federal career serv­ 
i c e ” 
In an effort to make the Post 
Office D epartm ent .self supporting. 
Mr Eisenhower proposed that the 
postal 
rates 
on 
the first 
three 
classes of mail be increased. 
He 
did not spell out the actual pro­ 
posed increases. He said the post­ 
master general soon will submit 
details to raise the rates to "m ore 
reasonable levels.” 
H o vv e v e r. the administration 
stand has been that three cent 
postage on out-of-town mail should 
be increased to four cents and air 
mail upped from six cents to seven 
cents. 
Proposes a Commission 
Included 
in Mr 
F^isenhower’s 
postal 
rate 
plan was a 
recom ­ 
mendation that the second class 
rate on newspapers and magazines 
should he increased "until such 
matter m akes a fair and reason­ 
able contribution to postal reve­ 
nues.” 
Mr 
Eisenhower recommended 
that the postal rate increases be 
regarded as tentative pending con­ 
gressional establishment of an in­ 
dependent commission which would 
have the authority to prescribe 
future postal rate adjustments un­ 
der broad policy guidance of Con­ 
gress. 
Mr. 
Eisenhower recommended 
what amounted to an approximate 
5 per cent pay raise for all federal 
civilian workers. He said that for 
the classified or civil service em ­ 
ployes this would add about 210 
million dollars to the federal pay­ 
roll. 
A com parable wage adjust­ 
ment in the postal service would 
cost about 120 million dollars. 
He also 
recommended 
group 
health insurance benefits for ci­ 
vilian federal employes. The gov­ 
ernment would contribute approx­ 
imately one-third of the cost 
The 
government contribution was esti­ 
mated at about 55 million dollars. 
Slightly less 
than one million 
people would be affected by the 
President’s civil service pay in­ 
crease recommendation and about 
500.000 persons by his recommend­ 
ed postal service pay increase. 
Health insurance coverage would 
be extended to about two million 
federal employes, including thous­ 
ands of w orkers w ho are not classi­ 
fied and not part of the postal ser­ 
vice. 
The postal service pay hike ac­ 
tually 
represented a 
payroll in­ 
crease of 6.5 per cent. 
However, 
1.5 per cent of this represented the 
cost of adjusting current pay scale 
inequities. 
Although he did not specify the 
postal rate increases he wants, 
Mr. Eisenhower made these gen­ 
eral comments about the various 
classes of m ail: 
First class mail; The present 
three-cent rate “ has not been in­ 
creased in almost a quarter of a 
century,” a period during which 
the costs of other goods and serv­ 
ices "have almost doubled.” 
Calls Rates “ Clearly Inadequate” 
Second class mail: 
The rates 
which apply 
to newspapers and 
magazines 
" a re 
clearly 
inade­ 
quate” and “ ."hould be increased 
until such m atter makes a fair 
and reasonable contribution to pos­ 
tal revenues.” 
The increases to 
be proposed will be in two steps 
to ease the im pact on publishers. 
Third class mail: Rates on this 
mail, which consists largely of ad­ 
vertising m atter, are now "sub­ 
stantially below the cost of provid­ 
ing this service” and "should be 
increased ” 
Mr 
Eisenhower called for an 
unspecified increase in the present 
$9 per day expense allowance for 
civilian government employes who 
travel on official business. He said 
he would submit specific recom ­ 
mendations soon.

— The total 
number of polio cases in Illinois 
last year reached 2203, according 
to preliminary 
State 
Board of 
Health reports. 
This was higher 
than the preceding year but lower 
than the average for the past five 
years. The rate of polio incidence 
in Illinois during 1954 was about 
the same as throughout the nation, 
the National Foundation for In­ 
fantile Paralysis reported. Nation­ 
ally, it was the third worst polio 
year on record. 
The highest polio epidemic year 
in Illinois during recent times was 
in 1952, when 4,002 polio cases 
were reported. 
This was 20 per 
cent higher than the national aver­ 
age for that year. 
It is impossi­ 
ble to predict when and where 
polio epidemics will strike, which 
underlines the need for more ef­ 
fective, control measures. 
Evaluation of the Salk vaccine, 
administered to 440,000 U. S. chil­ 
dren in the largest medical exper­ 
iment of its kind ever conducted, 
is now in progress. 
It is hoped 
that an announcement of the vac­ 
cine’s effectiveness will come this 
spring. During the field trials last 
spring, about 14,000 Illinois chil­ 
dren participated, half receiving 
vaccine and half a placebo. 
If the vaccine proves effective, 
about 15 per cent of the funds be­ 
ing raised in the curent March 
of Dimes campaign will be used 
to purchase vaccine for children 
now in the first and second grades. 
First, second and third graders 
in DuPage and Peoria counties, 
who participated in the field trials 
but did not receive vaccine, will 
also be eligible. 
The National Foundation report­ 
ed that 40 of its county chapters 
in Illinois needed financial assist­ 
ance to carry on their patient care 
programs during 1954, and received 
more than a quarter of a million 
dollars. 
The March of Dimes organiza­ 
tion shipped 81 iron lungs, 6 hot 
pack machines and 53 rocking beds 
to Illinois hospitals during the year 
Three physical therapists and 15 
polio purses were provided on an 
emergency basis in the state dur­

New March of Dimes research

Radford Says 
Blockade Would 
Be Effective 


Chairman of Joint 
Chiefs Returns from 
Round World Trip 


WASHINGTON (IP—Adm. Arthur 
W. Radford, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, said today an Al­ 
lied blockade of Red China would 
be an effective step to take if oth­ 
er efforts fail to free ll American 
fliers imprisoned there. 
Radford, returning from a round 
the world 
inspection 
trip, told 
newsmen that a blockade would 
“ be the best way to tackle such 
a problem.” 
He did not advocate a blockade 
in so many words but he said 
that if other measures fail to win 
freedom 
for the l l imprisoned 
American 
airmen, 
a 
blockade 
would “have a great deal of ef­ 
fect on the Red Chinese.” 
United Nations Secretary Gen­ 
eral Dag Hammarskjold conferred 
with Red Chinese leader Chou En- 
Lai in Peiping in a dramatic at­ 
tempt to win freedom for the air­ 
men. 
But highly 
placed diplo­ 
matic sources in London said to­ 
day he apparently failed to win 
their immediate release. 
Opposed By Eisenhower 
Diplomats have assumed that if 
Hammarskjold’s mission failed the 
United States 
would take other 
steps to free the fliers Sen. Wil­ 
liam F. Know land (R-Calif), Re­ 
publican leader of the Senate, has 
previously urged a blockade of 
Red China as one of these steps. 
But President Eisenhower told 
a news conference recently that 
a blockade would be an act of
